4.500 Local GCI Members Invited 
Te Join New Co-op, Transfer Capital

The new Co-op, Greenbelt Consumer Cooperative, Inc. 
(GCC) has sent out a letter and a reply card to almost 

4.500 members of the old Co-op, Greenbelt Cooperative, Inc. 
(GCI) who live in Greenbelt and the surrounding area. The 
letter Invites GCI members to consider transferring their 
membership and membership capital to GCC. 
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Audit Race Is Only Contest in GHI Election 
But Agenda for Annual Meeting Is Crowded

When the members of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. go to 
the annual membership 
meeting on Wednesday, May 
16, they will be voting on 
several agenda items, one of 
them with far-reaching sig¬ 
nificance for the financing of 
GHI homes in the future. 
On the next day, May 17, 
they will elect four members 
of the nine-member board of 
directors and all members of 
the three-member Audit 
Committee. 

Unless last minute candidates 
put their names in contention 
for the seats on the board of 
directors, there will be no race 
at all. As of May 4, the dead¬ 
line for submitting biographies 
to the Nominations and Elections 
Committee, only four candidates 
had done so: incumbents Janet 
Cantwell and Mark Dombrowski, 
member Donald “Mac” Wirick 
and current Audit Committee 
member Ray McCawley. With 
four positions to be filled, the 
election of these candidates is a 
foregone conclusion unless some¬ 
one's name is added to the bal¬ 
lot by petition—a process which 
was open until yesterday May 9. 

The same no-contest situation 
also exists in the case of the No¬ 
minations and Election Com¬ 
mittee, where only the five in¬ 
cumbents filed the “willingness 
to serve” notification by the 
deadline. Incumbents are Mary 
Moien, Steve Sinden, John Tay¬ 
lor, June Didas and Sandra 
Smith, 


The only contested race ap¬ 
pears to be that for the three- 
member Audit Committee. As of 
May 4, incumbent Katherine 
Keene, John Lewis (currently on 
the board of directors) and mem¬ 
bers Sherry Levin Hyde and 
Steven Curtis had filed for the 
Audit Committee slots. Two can¬ 
didates filed by petition — Leo 
Hool and Gary Peck. This com¬ 
mittee is charged in the bylaws 
of the corporation with very 
broad powers to review actions 
by the board of directors and 
GHI management. In addition, 
the committee can, by simple 
majority vote, call special mem¬ 
bership meetings. In fact, accor¬ 
ding to GHI General Manager 
Shekar Narasimhan, who replied 
to a question from the News 
Review, the Audit Committee has 
some powers not shared even 
by the Board of Directors. For 
example, the audit committee 
can review personnel records 
which are available to the board 
only at the discretion of manage¬ 
ment. 

Crowded Agenda 

If the membership has few 
election choices on May 17, there 
will be no shortage of agenda 
items and agenda petitions for 
them to act on at the membership 
meeting on May 16. 

In terms of availability of 
mortgage funds for financing 
future resales of GHI homes, pro- 
ably the most significant item 
on the agenda is GHI’s proposed 
participation in a joint mort¬ 
gage banking cooperative with 
the National Consumer Coopera¬ 
tive Bank. At their meeting on 
April 24, members of the GHI

Primary Winners Here 

In the Presidential Demo¬ 
cratic Primary in Greenbelt on 
May 8, Walter Mondale was 
the front runner. Mondale, 
who reaped the highest vote 
count in the State, finished se¬ 
cond in the county where Jesse 
Jackson was top vote-getter. 
Gary Hart placed second in the 
State and in Greenbelt and was 
third county wide. (See boxes 
on page 7.) 

In the city, Mondale garner¬ 
ed the most votes in Precincts 
8 (Center School), 6 (St. 
Hugh's School), and 13 (E. 
Roosevelt). In Precinct 8 
(Springhill Lake School), 
Jackson was number one, Mon¬ 
dale second and Hart third. 
Jackson ran behind Mondale in 
Precinct 13 where Hart finish¬ 
ed third. 

Democrat Steny Hoyer 
trounced his opponents in all 
Greenbelt precincts in the 5th 
Congressional District race 
wniie Republican John Ritchie 
beat his challengers for the 
congressional slot. 

Two sitting judges, Arthur 
M. Monty Ahalt, Jr. and G. R. 
Hoovey Johnson were victori¬ 
ous in the Democratic contest 
for Judge, 7th Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit. On the Republican 3ide, 
Ahalt emerged the winner with 
Johnson and Arthur A. Mar¬ 
shall, Jr. in a tie. Since they 
finished similarly in the coun¬ 
ty, all three will be on the bal¬ 
lot in a non-partisan race in 
November. 


Recreation Gets First New Staffer 


In 10 Years, Pushes for Another

At an April 24 City Coun¬ 
cil work session on the Rec¬ 
reation and Parks budget, 
City Manager James Giese 
explained that all the wishes 
of the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment were not reflected in 
the proposed 1984-85 city 
budget because he had to 
balance the requests of all 
city departments. The pro¬ 
posed recreation and parks 
budget provides for over¬ 
all expenditures of $749,000. 
“Now it's your decision to 
set goals and priorities/ he 
charged Council 
“We can't fake a back seat 
every year to the needs of other 
departments,” explained Recre¬ 
ation Director Hank Irving. Irv¬ 
ing would like two additional 
full-time recreation coordinators 
but only one is funded in the 
proposed budget. The cost of this 
new position would be offset by 
a reduction in part-time staff 


hours making the net cost of 
the new position $7,400. 

Given these conditions, Irving 
would have the new staff mem¬ 
ber split time between the city’s 
two recreation centers —- the 
Youth Center and Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center. Irving 
would prefer two new full-time 
staff members so that there 
would be one for each center. 
Presently, the recreation centers 
are supervised two nights by 
part-time staff members. 

Irving believes that a full¬ 
time qualified professional would 
have more experience and be 
better prepared to handle some 
of the sophisticated problems 
which can occur. “I don’t want 
it to sound like the part-timers 
aren’t doing a good job” Irving 
hastened to explain. In fact, many 
part-time people trained in Green¬ 
belt have gone on to better-pay¬ 
ing jobs elsewhere. 

“Hank makes a good argument 
for professional staff,” admitted 
Giese. Councilmember Toni Bram 
said she would like another full¬ 


time person, primarily to be sure 
that an adult was present at the 
centers at all times. 

Alluding to better salaries in 
other jurisdictions, Irving won¬ 
dered whether the classifications 
of two key staff members —- the 
assistant recreation director and 
secretary — could be upgraded. 
The assistant recreation director 
has been responsible for the self- 
supporting programs which bring 
in revenue. Participation in these 
programs increased in 1983 to 
90,632 from 1982’s participation 
figure of 82,762. Participation in 
all recreation programs was up 
to 323,079 in 1983 from 303,700 
in 1982. 

One of Irving’s requests — a 
second part-time office assistant 
— was reffected in the proposed 
budget. This addition will pro¬ 
vide office staffing for such tasks 
as class registrations and in¬ 
formation Monday through Sa¬ 
turday. As noted in the budget 
document, “This is the first 
change in the structure of the 
See RECREATION, page 8, col.

There was an unfortunate de¬ 
lay in printing and delivering the 
envelopes, so the letter went out 
a week late. However, GCC is 
urging the recipients of the let¬ 
ter to sign and mail in or bring 
in, the reply cards whenever they 
can and to ignore the reply date 
in the letter. 

Returns from this mailing are 
expected to enable GCC to reach 
its goal of 1,000 members and 
subscribers and $80,000 in mem¬ 
bers’ capital. Members and sub¬ 
scribers now total 670 and mem¬ 
bers’ capital a little over $65,000. 

Tentatively GGC plans to buy 
the Co-op Supermarket and Phar¬ 
macy as of the close of business 
Saturday June 2 and begin oper¬ 
ating it on Sunday June 3. A 


celebration to mark the saving 
of the Co-op would be held 
around the middle of June.

Busy Public Works Bept. Keeps 
Greenbelt in Good Condition

The Public Works Department, City Manager James K. 
Giese said, “always has more projects to do than can be 
accomplished.” But, Giese noted, the Department “is doing 
them one by one.” He is generally pleased with the state of 
Greenbelt’s “infrastructure”—the current new word in mu¬ 
nicipal jargon meaning those things a city government is 
responsible for, such as streets and sidewalks, street light¬ 
ing, buildings and parks. “We had to do very little pot-hole 
patching this year,” said Giese, and it was a “bad year for 
pot-holes.” 

In some areas our planning “is 
a little energetic,” Public Works 
head George Smith elaborated 
on Giese’s point. “We like to set 
out a little more than we can 
do... create a challenge.” 

In what has become a tradi¬ 
tion, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld be¬ 
gan the review of the public 
works budget on April 25 asking 
the director what, if anything, 
he would like to have that didn’t 
make it into the new budget. 

Smith's answer, “A rubber tired 
back hoe,” created much interest 
on the part of council. It also 
brought a request to staff from 
councilman Tom White for fur¬ 
ther information, “more graphic 
description for uses and needs 
for the coming year.” (The back 
hoe is planned for inclusion in 
the following year’s budget.) 

Even though the year’s budget 
of $871,800 is slightly down from

the current year's estimated ex¬ 
penditures it is not a hold-the-line 
budget, Giese said. 

Two items feature new projects 
expected to be undertaken by the 
city this year. One of the two 
new positions in the public works 
department provides for clean¬ 
ing and maintenance for the 
North End School, to be called 
the North End Center when ac¬ 
quired any day now by the city. 
The second is an experimental 
intra-city bus, to be shared with 
the Recreation Department for 
special trips. 

Refuse Collection 

Again this year no changes are 
proposed for refuse collection- 
fee or program. While the pro¬ 
gram will run a deficit this year 
Giese says the past two years 
have provided some surplus. Nex 
year could tell a different story 
See PUBLIC WORKS, p. 9, col.

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Urges Caution 
On New Venture 

To the Editor: 

Assuming for the sake of the 
argument that the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. board of director’s 
proposal to the membership to 
be permitted to go into partner¬ 
ship with the National Consumer 
Cooperative Bank (NCCB) in a 
new banking business is a good 
idea, should the members vote 
for the board’s proposed motions 
to implement this? 

It strikes me that Greenbel- 
ters are still reeling under the 
experience of having their other 
main co-op get so big, so wide¬ 
spread geographically and func¬ 
tionally that the original Green- 
belt-founded and Greenbelt-con- 
trolled stores could be junked 
by that other co-op, or sold back 
to the members at a stiff price. 
We should learn a lesson from 
it. If not, “never again,” at least, 
“let’s be careful this time.” 

But the GHI board’s proposals 
are so loose you can do anything 
under them, I fear—not just get 
into the banking business, which 
we don’t know, and as a relatively 
powerless junior partner, at that. 

Board proposal No. 1 'would 
let GHI buy stock in any non¬ 
profit business “which may pro¬ 
mote the welfare and interests” 
of GHI members. What does this 
excluded? It certainly would let 
GHI buy stock in the new gro¬ 
cery co-op, and maybe get into 
non-profit medical research or 
co-op group medical practice any¬ 
where in the Washington Metro 
area. Maybe elsewhere, too. 

Board proposal # 2 would 

let the GHI board make one- 
shot investments in the stock 
of any and all such associations, 
provided they tell us about it 
(I think) in the meeting notice. 
This proposal would eliminate 
the present bylaw requirement 
that we be given at least 30 days’ 
notice of such expenditures to¬ 
gether with detailed information 
about them and that the mem¬ 
bers first vote in favor of each 
such expenditure of funds for 
purposes other than doing our 
housing business. So under this 
proposal, they’d merely have to 
tell us something—a little—about 
it a couple of weeks before the 
membership meeting. It is clear 
from the proposed wording that 
our members would not have to 
be informed adequately before 
they vote on the issue. I am not 
sure whether the proposed word¬ 
ing would still require an af¬ 
firmative vote by the membership 
before the board could expend 
money for non-housing purposes. 

The third board motion gives 
the board the right to chuck 
$200,000 more of our money in¬ 
to the hands of NCCB which 
would be the senior, controlling

GHI Has Potential Solution 
To Re-Sale Financing Woes 

Next week’s Greenbelt Homes 
Inc, Annual Membership Meeting 
will have on its agenda a propo¬ 
sal to set up a new entity which 
would aid in solving a long-time 
GHI problem — financing re¬ 
sales of GHI homes. The propo¬ 
sal is complex, so I urge all 
GHI members to read the ma¬ 
terial sent out with the notice 
of the meeting and, if possible, to 
attend tonight’s Board meeting 
at City Council Chambers or 
watch the proceedings on cable 
TV. 

The goal of the new corpora¬ 
tion would be to loan money to 
finance the purchase of GHI 
houses at the lowest rates possi¬ 
ble. Its activities would be di¬ 
rected by a five-member Board 
— three appointed by the Co-op 
Bank and two appointed by GHI. 

GHI’s financial contribution 
would equal the amount of 
money rebated by the Co-op 
Bank on CHI's original stock 
purchase (about $200,000). The 
Co-op Bank’s contribution ini¬ 
tially would be the amount (about 
$2,800,000) which GHI did not 
borrow on its original authoriz¬ 
ed loan amount. It is expected 
that additional amounts would 
be made available by the Co-op 
Bank later. 

The major benefit to GHI 
members would be a more stable 
source of funds to finance re¬ 
sales at lower than average in¬ 
terest rates. 

Making this idea a reality 
will require the passage of sev¬ 
eral amendments to the by laws 
at the Annual Meeting. This will 
require a two-thirds majority, I 
urge all interested members to 
come to the Annual Meeting on 
Wednesday, May 16.

partner in the new business, 
and it doesn’t even tie that spend¬ 
ing power to any conditions as 
to what the new business would 
do. 

That is, even if what they tell 
us about the new business is 
what they now think it would 
do, they aren’t putting that fun¬ 
ctional description and condition 
into the authorizing motion we’re 
asked to pass. So when they go 
to turn the money over to the 
new business, it could be that 
the senior partner could take the 
new business—and us—into wat¬ 
ers we’ve never been told we 
will be sailing in. 

I think our board and their 
lawyers whom we pay should 
be a lot more specific and pro¬ 
tective of our interests in the 
language they give us to ap¬ 
prove. I hope they’ll bring us 
amended, and far more tightly 
restricted, language for their 
three proposals at the May 16 
GHI membership meeting. Other¬ 
wise, I hope we send them back 
to the drawing board. 

That is, assuming the idea of 
the new business is basically a 
good one. Which also remains to 
be demonstrated.

“Something Unspoken,” has ar¬ 
ranged a display in the theater 
lobby to give theater-goers ad¬ 
ditional understanding of the 
Anne Frank story and the cir¬ 
cumstances under which her di¬ 
ary was written. The items in 
the display are routinely used 
to illuminate the story to her 
students at the Maryland School 
for the Deaf in Frederick, MD. 

Play Director Judy Holland of 
Ridge Road considers this dra¬ 
matization (by Frances Goodrich 
and Albert Hackett from the 
book of the same name) to be 
especially inspiring. A New York 
Times review commented that 
“the real miracle was the blos¬ 
soming of Anne’s character.” 

The play opened on Broadway 
in 1955 and has won almost every 
award possible, including a Pulit¬ 
zer Prize. Life Magazine hailed 
it as “the most moving play to 
emerge from World War II.”

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New Memorial Markers Planned 
For Vietnam, Korean War Dead 

by Bill Rowland 

During its regular meeting on April 23, Greenbelt’s city 
council received two proposals for new memorials within the 
city. Council also volunteered to buy and install “Neighbor¬ 
hood Crime Watch” signs. 

The Ladies Auxiliary of Greenbelt American Legion 
Post 136 advised council that it wants to use the money 
awarded to the Auxiliary in a new-memberships competi¬ 
tion to erect a memorial in honor of persons from Greenbelt 
who died in the Vietnam War and, if names can be ob¬ 
tained, in the Korean War. A separate slant marker, 18 
inches high, with inscribed base, would be used for each 
war. 


The Memorial will probably be 
erected in the vicinity of the ex¬ 
isting war memorial adjacent to 
Centerway, and the Auxiliary 
hopes to complete the project by 
Memorial Day. Council author¬ 
ized city staff to work with the 
Auxiliary in accomplishing the 
project. 

Memorial Park 

Council also received recommen¬ 
dations from two city advisory 
boards regarding development of 
Greenbelt Cemetery as a memor¬ 
ial park. City Manager James 
Giese had recommended such a 
park to council in the mid-1970’s, 
and although the proposal was 
reviewed at that time, council did 
not act to go ahead with the con¬ 
cept. But when council recently 
decided to reopen sale of burial 
plots in the cemetery, council at 
the same time asked the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board and 
the Community Relations Advis¬ 
ory Board to take a fresh look at 
Giese’s decade-old concept. 

The two boards, in a joint re¬ 
port to council, have now endors¬ 
ed Giese’s original proposal, but 
with the additional recommenda¬ 
tions that the Turner Famly 
grave area be preserved in “an 
appropriate and respectful man¬ 
ner,” that there be a “carefully 
devised development plan for the 
memorializing and honoring of 
Greenbelt citizens,” and that a 
park be provided “for the enjoy¬ 
ment of the living and in partic¬ 
ular for the enjoyment of Green¬ 
belt citizens and the occupants of 
the neighboring office buildings.” 

The joint boards want to see 
the park developed so as to ex¬ 
pand on the existing natural as¬ 
sets of the property, with present 
wooded areas essentially left in 
their natural estate. A system of 
paths would permit access from 
adjacent office buildings, but or¬ 
namental landscaping would be 
provided in such a way as to dis¬ 
courage park users from entering 
the burial part of the cemetery 
property. Memorials to Green¬ 
belt citizens would be in such 
forms as monuments, markers.

Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski, 
a Boxwood resident, added an it¬ 
em to the evening’s agenda to 
ask why citizen members of the 
new crime watch organizations in 
Boxwood and Lakewood are hav¬ 
ing to buy their own signs to 
designate their developments as 
neighborhood crime watch com¬ 
munities. Why, Pilski wanted to 
know, should not the city pay for 
these signs ? 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram, also a resident of Boxwood, 
suggested that it is “Kinda nice 
for a change, isn’t it?” to find 
citizens who are not coming to 
“Father or Mother City” with 
their hands out, and saw it as a 
matter for civic pride. 

But Pilski insisted he would 
rather have signs that show the 
entire city is watching for crime.

Council then a- 
greed that the city will provide 
and erect signs for each part of 
the city that establishes a neigh¬

Recreation Department admin¬ 
istration proposed in the past 
ten years.” 

Other highlights of the recre¬ 
ation and parks and associated 
budgets are the following: 

— additional sidewalks and 
landscaping around the Spring- 
hill Lake Center 

— replacement of four basket¬ 
ball backboards and rims at 
Springhill Lake 

, — no fee changes for the 
swimming pool 

— $6,000 to repair pool skim¬ 
mer lines which may be leaking 
water. 

— $1,700 for a portable guard 
chair and benches for the pool 
bathhouse 

— a line item for the pur¬ 
chase of the PEPCO substation 
property in the process of ap¬ 
praisal and negotiation. The city 
hopes for a grant to cover a 
good portion of this expense 

— replacement of about half 
of the pool filters 

— a duplicating machine, bas¬ 
ketball for the Youth Center and 
a scoreboard for Springhill Lake 
in the revenue sharing fund. 

Two items that were not fund¬ 
ed were a heat pump/air condi¬ 
tioner for the Youth Center gym¬ 
nasium and a turning wall for 
the pool. The turning wall has 
been mentioned for many years, 
but at an estimated $90,000 it 
has been considered too expen¬ 
sive. Bram suggested more re¬ 
search be done on ways to pro¬ 
vide a turning wall. “Strike it 
or do something about it,” she 
concluded.

as county landfill fees have been 
raised by 25 percent and the 
number of customers for the ser¬ 
vice has risen. At some point 
more business will necessitate 
hiring more workers. 

Capitol Improvements 
Most noticeable to residents is 
the work undertaken with funds 
from the Capital Improvements 
Reserve. Council has for years 
set aside a constant amount in 
each budget — now 7c of the tax 
rate — for reconstruction and 
resurfacing of streets, sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters and miscella¬ 
neous other projects not funded 
over the longer period of time 
through a bond issue. Next year's 
7c will net $137,600, to be com¬ 
bined with $58,000 budgeted in 
prior years but not yet spent 
(see box for list of proposed pro¬ 
jects).

Public Works Garage -— $5,000 
in improvements will add a se¬ 
curity area for tools and im¬ 
proved dog runs for impounded 
animals.

North End Center 

Acquisition of North End 
School poses more problems and 
questions than answers. It's like 
“getting an inheritance from an 
uncle you never knew you had," 
said one member of council. “I'd 
be cursing that uncle," quipped 
another, only half in jest. Demo¬ 
lishing the old portion of the 
school building is being discuss¬ 
ed. That is where the major phy¬ 
sical problems are centered — 
water leaks and ensuing dam¬ 
age, old casement windows that 
are not energy - efficient. But 
this is also the section that has 
the nicer amenities. 

Cost of repair and renovation 
would be high. A new county 


school building it acquired from 
financially strapped Prince Geor¬ 
ges County (at minimal cost).

GHI Board Discusses Annual Meeting Agenda 


(Continued from page one) 

board of directors voted to place 
on the agenda two bylaw amend¬ 
ments (requiring a two-thirds 
majority to pass) and a resolu¬ 
tion which, if all pass, would 
enable GHI to participate in the 
new venture. 

One of the bylaw changes 
would make it possible for GHI 
to .. acquire memberships or 
interests in non-profit corpora¬ 
tions or associations which may 
promote the welfare and in¬ 
terests of the members of the 
Corporation,” The other would 
authorize expenditure of the 
funds to acquire such member¬ 
ship. The third enabling motion, 
a resolution, specifically gives 
the board authority to use land 
reserve funds to pay for stock 
in the ne>v cooperative mortgage 
company. 

Projected Benefits 

According to a memo prepared 
for board members before the 
April 24 meeting, participation 
in the new cooperative would 
bring the following benefits to 
OH I: 1) In return for a $200,000 
investment in voting stock in the 
new cooperative, GHI would have 
access to at least $2.8 million 
in resale financing money at 
affordable, competitive rates du¬ 
ring the first year of participa¬ 
tion, The cooperative is also ex¬ 
pected to be a stable source of 
competitively priced mortgage 
money in the years to come; 2) 
GHI would receive fees of 1# 
of the loans placed in GHI for 
processing the loans—in effect, 
for doing work that is largely 
already being done; 3) The prin¬ 
cipal of the NCGB rehab loan 
to GHI would be reduced at 
close-out by about $200,000. This 
reduction in principal, extended 
over the life of the rehab loan, 
would result in a saving of about 
$570,000 in members charges for 
principal and interest over the 
next 20 years. 

At the April 24 meeting, the 
board approved several other 
agenda items. One of these is old 
business—a relaxation of restric¬ 
tions placed by the membership 
last year on the disposal of small 
boiler plants adjacent to some 
frame homes. Since few of the 
plants have been disposed of un¬ 
der last year's rules, the mem¬ 
bership. will be asked to allow 
the board to sell these units to 
GHI members not living adjacent 
to the plants. 

One of the items of new busi¬ 
ness also concerns boiler rooms 
which are no longer used. If ap¬ 
proved six masonry duplex boi¬ 
ler rooms could be sold to mem¬ 
bers in adjacent units for living 
space. The board voted unani¬ 
mously to recommend these 
items to the membership. 

Also unanimous was a posi¬ 
tion taken on a group of “tech¬ 
nical” changes to the bylaws that 
had been recommended by an 
Ad Hoc Bylaw Review Commi¬ 
ttee.. The committee chair, mem¬ 
ber Tony McCarthy, appeared 
before the board at the April 12 
meeting to explain the com¬ 
mittee's recommendations. The 
board voted to “package” as a 
group amendments which deal 
with grammar, clarification or 
updating to conform to current 
circumstances; they also voted 
to recommend two amendments 
that would expand somewhat the 
investment vehicles GHI could 
use for its funds. 

In addition to the items placed 
on the agenda by the board, the 
membership will be asked to 
vote on four petitions originated 
by members and presented by 
member Steve Curtis. One of 
the petitions, with 18 signatures, 
seeks to end the perennial pro¬ 
blem of late preparation of min¬ 


utes for the board of directors' 
meetings by imposing a strengent 
deadline on the board. Under this 
amendment, minutes would have 
to be approved no later than the 
second-next board meeting. By 
5-1 the board voted to take no 
position on the petition but to 
explain the reason for delays 
which do occur. Volk opposed 
the motion, arguing that the 
board should oppose the petition. 
The remaining three petitions 
were signed by the same ten mem¬ 
bers. The first would require in¬ 
itiation of a “New Board Mem¬ 
ber Education Program to As¬ 
sure Minimum Competency in 
Board Procedures and Opera¬ 
tions.” The petition would require 
a report by the Audit Committee 
of successful completion of this 
course. As Audit Committee 
member Katherine Keene point¬ 
ed out, this provision would give 
the Audit Committee the power 
to pass or fail a board member. 
By a 4-1-0 vote, the board pass¬ 
ed a motion objecting to the im¬ 
plication against present or past 
board members and substituted 
another motion which generally 
supported the idea of training for 
new board members. As some 
board members pointed out, such 
training is, in fact, now given 
on an informal basis. Volk cast 
the dissenting vote on the grounds 
that the board should take a 


clear position against the mo¬ 
tion, Lewis abstained. 

The second of these three peti¬ 
tions would require any board 
member who might face a conflict 
of interest (described in the peti¬ 
tion as a “director-in-conflict”) 
to state explicitly any potential 
conflict of interest in connection 
with any agenda item. Further, 
each board member at each 
meeting would have to state any 
potential conflict of interest 
which did not relate to an agenda 
item or to affirm that there was 
none. At this point, Lewis asked 
the other board members whether 
any board member had ever ask¬ 
ed any of them to reconsider 
any action taken by the board. 
The board members indicated 
that they had never been appro¬ 
ached with such a request by 
any board member. 

Gervasi, a local builder, indi¬ 
cated that he thought the peti¬ 
tion was aimed at him. He stat¬ 
ed that he had signed the board’s 
conflict of interest statement, that 
he withdraws from discussions 
whenever his interests are in any 
way involved with the item under 
discussion and abstains from 
voting in these cases. The board 
then passed a motion 5-1 (Lewis 
opposed) objecting to the state¬ 
ment directed against present 
and past board members and 
urging the membership to sup¬ 


port the present conflict of in¬ 
terest policies of the board. 

By a 5-1 vote (Lewis opposed) 
th board voted to recommend 
against the fourth of these peti¬ 
tions, which would dictate to 
future boards the time schedule 
to be used in cases of compul¬ 
sory buy-back of a member's 
unit. It also refers to losses suf¬ 
fered by GHI on the buy-back 


of “a former board president's 
home”. Since only two more 
units exist which have the com¬ 
pulsory buy-back provisions and, 
as Hogensen pointed out, an un¬ 
realistic appraisal was the basic 
cause of the loss—a consequence 
the board can avoid in another 
case—the board's vote reflected 
its unwillingness to tie a future 
board's hands in such a matter.
